Perſon; I thank Thee, O Father, &. Not my Will, 
but Thine be done, What are the DireQions he gives 
to his Diſciples? Or what doth he ſay in bis Doctrine? 
Doth he ever tell us that we muſt worſhip God as being 
Three in One? That we muſt conſider God as Father, 
Son, and Spirit, when we come to him as the Ulti- 
mate Object of Worſhip ? We find no ſuch Direction, 
no ſuch Doctrine,  at- leaſt nothing expreſs of this 
Matter. On the other hand, he plainly ſpeaks of 
worſhipping God as One Perſon : The true Worſb; 
pers ſhall worſhip the Father in Spirit, and in Truth; 2 
the Fat her ſeeleth ſuch to worſhip him. God is a Spirit, 
and they that worſhip him, &c. Joh. 44 When ye pray, 
Tay, Our Father —— hallowed be thy Name, &c. 
_ CHRIST doth indeed direct us to come to God 
by him, to ask the Father in his Name. In this Caſe, 
God, as the Obje& to whom we come, is plainly con- 
hdered as One Perſon, and He by whom we come as 
Another Perſon; and that One Perſon to whom we 
| come 


come is expreſly ſaid to be the Father; N 
to the Father, but by me, Job. 14. It is indeed expreſ- 
ly-requir'd that wWe honour the Son, even 4s we honour 
the Father. Whatever. be included in that Honour, 
it is manifeſt the Son is there conſidered as a diſtiact 
Object. Here are two Objects of Honour, the Father 
and the Son; and the Reaſon there given for the 
Son's receiving this Honour; is not that he is the 
ſame Being, the ſame God with the Father, but he- 
cauſe the Father bath committed all Judgment to bim, 
Joh. 5. 22. Our Lord doth alſo direct his Diſciples 
to believe in bim, as well as to believe in God. Doth 
he ſay, Believe in me, as being the ſame God? He 
there propoſes himſelf as an Object of Faith diſtindt 
from God, in whom they did already believe, CLac- 
cording to our Tranſlation; J and there God is ex- 
preſly call'd the Father, as was obſerv'd before. And 
it appears afterwards in what reſpect, or under what 


Conſideration, Chriſt wou'd have them to believe in 


him, namely, as the Way, the Truth, and the Life; 
as He by whom they were to come unto the Father. 
UPON the whole, it doth not appear that our 
Lord doth any where direct us to addreſs to God, as 
being Three Perſons in One Eſſence; or require of us 
that we ſhould conceive the Divine Nature ſubſiſting 
in Three Perſons, when we worſhip. In ſhort, we 
have not, as I could ever yet find, (to ſpeak accord- 
ing to the Diale& of our Times) the leaſt Hint of 
worſhipping Trinity in Unity. Oa the contrary, he 
always ſpeaks.of God, conſidered as the Object of 
. Worſhip, as One Perſon; directing us to come te the 
Father as the ultimate Object of Worſhip, and to come 
by himſelf as the One Mediator between God and us. 
DO the Apoſtles, after that they had received full 
Inſtruct ions concerning the Chriſtian lnſtitution, give 
ſuch Directions for our worſhipping God, or appear 
by their Practice to have conſider'd God as the Ob- 
ject of Worſhip, under 8 Three Diſtinctions in

They ſpeak of 
God as he had of himſelf under che Old Tef- 
_ tament, telling them that the God - 0p Fathers had

Sc. Read the A.. Not one Word 6f 
Inſerdcion in that whole Book; in all their Diſcourſes 
wich the Fews, about Three diſtin@ Eſſentes or Per- 
fons making up the One Deity whom they worſhip- 
ped; no Direction to them to conceive of God as ſub- 
ſiſting in Three diſtinct Modes, when hey come to 
make their Addreſſes to him. 

WEN theſe Apoſtles diſcourſe with the Geg⸗ 
tiles concerning God, in order to taru them from their 
Holz to the Worſhip of the Only Liwiag and Trac 
God, they ſpeak of ima the Jews were — to do, 
and as ſome of the wiſer Heathens had done, as the 
One ſelt· exiſting Being, the Creator of af Things; 
in ſhort, as One Perſon, without giving any notice 

that they ſhould conceive of him as One Being ſubſofting 
in Three Perſons. Doth Peter inform cad, the 
firſt Convert from the Gentiles, that he had hitherto 
had but an Inadequate Norion of God when he prayed 
to him? Or may we ſuppoſe that Cn was before- 
band well enough inſtracted in the Chriſtian Notion, 

and pray d to Father, Son, and Spirit? If he had not 
this Notion before, 1 don't find that Peter takes any 
care to ſet him right in this great important Matter.

IN their Writings, we read of coming to God 
5 Chriſt, of our Acceſs to the Father through him, of 
fraying in the Holy Ghoſt, &c. we find them addreſſing 
to God as the God and Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt :

THE K E iö one Thing morej which to me, Ido 
confeſs; is altogether ;unaccountable; if it had been 
the Deſign of the Chriſtian Religion that we'ſhoald 
direct our Worſhip to God as Three Ferſons in One 
Eſſence ; and that is, That the Holy Spirit ne- 
ver be fo much as once mentioned in any AG of Ado- 
ration : Not only not in conjunction with Father and 
Son, but, indeed, not ſo much as one Prayer directly 
and expliciteiy addreſdd to him, nor one Doxology. 
FROM this View of what is Not befofe us in Scrip- 
ture for our Direction in worſhipping God, I think, it 
doth nianiſeſtly appear, that the addreſſing to Father, 
Son, and Spirit, as the One God whom we adore, the 
conſidering God under theſe Three Diſt inctions, or 
in theſe Fhree Subſiſtences, as the One Object 
ſhip, is not neceſſary to the Worſhip of Chriſtians. 
The Scripture is entirely a Stranger to any ſuch Forms 
or Manner of Expreſſion in the Worſhip'of God: Let 
Mr. Reynolds ſhew, from Scripture, why he cannot but 
think it an Efſential. in or Religion to worſhip the 
Som and Spirit as one God, of the fame Subſtance with the' 
Father. (a) And will any ſay that thoſe who addreſs 
to God as the Saints of old did; as himlolt 
did, and hath taught us to do; as the: Apoſtles did,

IN ſhort then, from whet we have ſeen both un- 
PB the Old Teſtament and under the New, we may 
conclude, that it is enough, that when we come to 
worſhip the One living and true God, we conſider 
him asthe Infinitely Perfe& Beiog, Supreme over all. 
And in this all Chriſtians do agree; they agree to 

worſhip the Father in Spirit and in Truth. 
THEY agree, I ſay, to worſhip the One God: Be 
it ſo, that fome do apprehend that to this One God 
do belong three Dikludtions or three Subſiſtences. 
Whereas God hath never p — himſelf as the One 
Object of Worſhip under theſe Diſtinctions, or upon 
account of theſe Diltinctions or Subſiſtences in the 
Godhead; whereas theſe are never mention'd or ta- 
ken notice of when he is addrefs'd to; there can be no 
weceſſity that in our Publick Worſhip, when others 
are to join with us, we ſhould introduce Expreſſions 
of this import. Nor can it be Maid that thoſe who' 
have this Apprehenſion concerning God, and others 
who cannot entertain that Notion, have a Different 
Object of Worſhip : if ſo, I doubt it muſt be ſaid that 
the Saints of the Old Teſtament, and Orthodox Chriſ- 
tians, do not worſhip the ſame God. Whence appears, 
that there is little ground for that Infinuation of Mr. 
Smith, & That the Gentlemen in the New Scheme maſt 
conclude thoſe who have gone upon the Old to have 
periſhed, unleſs they will ſappoſe that they were brought 
to the Enjoyment of the true God, by Belief of, and De- 
ce on 4 FALSE one. Nor will there be any 
need that there ſhould be (as Mr. Reynolds ſuggeſts ) 
the ſame laſcription upag every Chriſtian Temple as

I O this One Supreme Being we come by One Me- 

diator, Jeſus Chriſt : In this alſo Chriſtians do agree. 

And howeyer there may be different Apprehenſions 

concerning the Eſſential Perfections of this Mediator, 

yet while they center in him as the Way to the Hather, 
and do conſequently believe him to be ſufficient to re- 
commend them and their Services, and make them 
acceptable to God, Why may they not join together 
in coming to God by him, tho one mayj that.to 
be neceſſary to qualif/ him for a Mediator, which the 
other doth not ſee to be neceſſary ? Is it not enough, 
that they believe that be is able to ſave to the uttermoſt, 
all who come to God by him, unleſs they do perceive alſo 
whatſoever was neceſſary toqualify him for it? The 

Conſequence of ſuch Suppoſition, I fear, would bear 

hard upon the Apoſtles themſelves in the time of 

Chriſt's being here on Earth. Or ſhall it be ſaid, It is 

not the ſame Perſon they believe in, or truſt to, 
becauſe they have not the ſame Apprebenſions of the | 
Excellencies of his Perſon, and the Perfections that 7 
belong to him, as others may have? Should a Friend, © 
Whoſe judgment and Fidelity I can entirely depend 

on, recommend to me a Perſon as every way fit to 
manage ſome Concern of mine; certainly 1 may go to 
the Man, and commit the matter to him with ſatiſ- 
faction, tho I be not ſo fully acquainted with his Abi- 
lity as my Friend who directed me to him: yea, tho 
I ſhould not have a right Apprehenſion of that which
